Large crowds of white men are in close 
pursuit, however, and more names are 
expected to be added to the death list. 


To obtain a full list of the killed 


is impossible for the reason that some 
of the negroes were shot down in the 
woods and hurriedly 
buried by the 


whites where they fell. 


A member of the posse said that he 


helped bury the negroes in trenchei 
but neither himself nor any one in 
his crowd knew their names and they 
did not care enough 
about them to 


make any inquiry. 


Governor McLaurin went to Harpers- 


ville and appealed to the whites not 
to molest the prisoners in the custody 
of the sheriff. The governor's talk had 
a good effect. 


The sheriff later considered the sit- 


uation so serious that he decided t" 
take the prisoners to Meridian for safp 
keeping. A large posse was organized.

Mr. Atkins called on Mrs. Anderson. 
She, however, thought that one tree 
was all she could donate. Mr. Atkins 
then purchased the tree he had se- 
lected. 
A few days later, when he 


went to get his tree, he found that 
Mr. Giles had taken the tree he 
(Atkins) had purchased. He went to
